Alumna Serves the Underserved 


For Louise Berner, MD ’88, the Fenix Family Health Center is the culmination of 
her 25 years in community medicine with one major focus: treat all patients with 
the utmost respect. The Highwood, Illinois, clinic — of which Berner is founder 
and head physician — serves a growing array of needs for surrounding Lake 
County, especially for recent immigrants who speak little to no English.

“Our motto is high quality, low cost, great service,” Berner said. “We took the

personal attention aspects of a primary care practice and combined them with the 
accessibility of a walk-in clinic, with a few more services than either of the two 
usually have.” 


Fenix offers primary care, physical therapy, a pharmacy, lab testing, nutrition, fitness and health 
education, all with the help of an entirely bilingual staff. Fenix also expanded its mental health 
services recently by hiring a psychiatric social worker. Word has spread among the Spanish-speaking 
communities since Fenix opened five years ago, and they now serve more than 6,000 patients. 


Berner credits her hands-on experiences while studying at Rush for shaping her approach to problem 
solving, and for showing her the importance of serving the underserved. 


“Being on the West Side of Chicago, you see the people who really are in need,” Berner said. “Rush 
taught us how to solve problems as a group and not as a hierarchy. That’s how we do it here.” 


Class of ‘75 Leads 2015 Reunion Class Gifts 


Thanks to our many generous medical alumni, Reunion has become synonymous with class giving. 
In honor of their 40th reunion this year, the Class of 1975 had raised $90,500 for their class gift as of 
Aug. 31 and a total of more than $250,000 for Rush Medical College scholarships since July 2014. 


Class giving got a boost from a unique fundraising challenge presented by R. Joseph Olk, MD 75, 
Reunion 2015 co-chair. Olk made an initial $40,000 gift to medical scholarships at Rush and pledged 
to match the same amount for each of his fellow ’75 classmates who also give $40,000 to scholarships. 


“With the average debt load of a graduating Rush medical student approaching $200,000, our 
philanthropy could not be put to better use,” Olk said about the challenge. 


Olk also pledged to donate an additional $40,000 on top of the match challenge if the class gift 
reaches 40 percent participation. As of Aug. 31, 32 percent of the Class of 1975 had contributed to the 
class gift.
